Paid time off for MLK Day not automatic

Martin Luther King Jr. Day is observed 
with a day off for government employ- 
ees, but many other employers don’t 
necessarily follow suit. 

According to a recent survey from the 
Bloomberg Bureau of National Affairs, 
about three in lo non-federal employers 
will give all or most workers Monday off 
with pay for Martin Luther King Jr. Day 
It’s just a slight gain from the 30 percent 
in 2011, but significantly higher than in 
the first years after the hohday was cre- 
ated. Only 14 percent of surveyed busi- 
nesses made MLK Day a paid day off in 
1987. That figure reached 30 percent in 
2004 and has hovered around there since. 

By contrast, about 96 percent of em- 
ployers surveyed gave Thanksgiving Day 
as a paid holiday for workers in 2011. 

President Reagan signed legislation to make Martin 
Luther Kingjr. Day a federal holiday in 1983, and it was 
first observed in 1986. 

Matt Sottong, BNA director of surveys and re- 
search, said the controversy surrounding the holiday in 
its early years has waned. 

“There’s a link between collective perception and 
the perception of businesses to recognize the legiti- 
macy of a given holiday” Sottong said. “We’ve moved 
beyond the question of why or if (King] deserves that 
status. “ 

Larry Huggins, owner of Riteway-Huggins Con- 
struction Services in Marynook, said he grew up in 
King’s hometown of Atlanta when the civil rights lead- 
er came to prominence. That experience is one reason 





why he has given his employees MLK Day off since it 
first became a recognized holiday 

“It’s a personal decision because of what he meant, 
not only to me as an African-American, but what he 
meant to this nation,” Huggins said. “I think that as 
African-Americans, we should honor our own.” 

Despite the slight gains, Clayborne Carson of The 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Research and Education Insti- 
tute at Stanford University said more workers expect 
the holiday to be observed and that employers should 
accommodate that sentiment. 

“It’s the one holiday we have that reflects America’s 
best ideals of justice, equality, democracy and human 
rights,” Carson said. “It’s part of our national heritage 
now”

sets of parents, aunts, uncles and people we 
never imagined would be OK with two men 
marrying. Yet they shed tears, hugged us and 
sincerely congratulated us on our love. 

Even my husband's devout CathoHc family 
told us that day: “Family comes first.” 

There was one glaring exception, however: 
my husband’s aunt. When she heard we were 
marrying, she sent a greeting card to his 
parents that read: “Sorry for your loss.” It was 
a condolence card meant for funerals. 

That was a jarring gesture on what should 
have been a happy occasion. We tried to con- 
sider the source— an isolated, mean-spirited 
woman— but her words hung over the day like 
an unspoken cloud. 

I’ve been reminded of that experience— the 
embrace from my big, new Catholic family, 
and the disappointment that came from the 
words of one person— by two recent anti-gay 
statements that have made headlines. 

In December, Cardinal Francis George 
compared the Chicago Pride Parade, whose 
rescheduled route through Boystown was to 
pass in front of Our Lady of Mount Carmel 
Church during Sunday Mass, to Ku Klux Klan 
marches against Catholicism. That was after 
parade organizers moved the event back to its 
normal time to accommodate the church. He 
later apologized under a barrage of outrage 
and threatened protests. 

Then last week. Pope Benedict said during 


list’s great news for those of us who Hve in 
Boystown, where many churches welcome the 
LGBT community by posting rainbow stick- 
ers or hanging rainbow flags. 

When the reUgious leaders spout such 
incendiary rhetoric, we in the LGBT com- 
munity as always, consider the source— in this 
case, men who, according to this recent study 
and my own personal experiences, appear to 
be out of touch with their flock. 

^t in June, when we march down Belmont 
Avenue and past Our Lady of Mount Carmel 
during the Pride parade, many of us will hear 
echoes of Cardinal George’s and Pope Bene- 
dict’s statements during what should be a day 
to celebrate who we are and whom we love. 

Or perhaps we’ll feel a sense of success — 
that shining a light on these hurtful statements 
is an opportunity to create change. After all. 
Cardinal George was forced to apologize for 
his comments about the Chicago Pride Parade 
not just by the LGBT community, but from 
our friends, neighbors and families as well. 

“I have family members myself who are gay 
and lesbian, so it’s part of our lives,” he told the 
Chicago Tribune in his apology “So I’m sorry 
for the hurt.” 

We saw the power of a commxxnity coming 
together to challenge and correct out-of-touch 
leadership— and that should give us something 
to have pride about.

City plans to issue 
permit to bring back 
South Side Irish Parade 

Chicago Tribune 

City officials have agreed to issue a permit for 
the South Side Irish Parade to be held again 
this March, despite concerns about security 
connected to the St. Patrick's Day event that 
organizers shut down in 2009 after wide- 
spread drunken fighting and assaults on Chi- 
cago police officers. 

The South Side Irish Parade Committee 
hopes to return the Beverly event to its fam- 
ily-oriented roots while continuing to draw 
the massive crowds that, after the parade was 
launched in 1979, became a bonanza for local 
taverns and other Southwest Side businesses. 

Organizers of the March ii event are con- 
sidering setting up checkpoints manned by 
private security guards, making the parade 
route along Western Avenue shorter and 
cracking down more forcefully on outdoor 
drinking in an effort to quell unruly behavior 
in nearby parks and residential streets, pa- 
rade committee chairman Joseph Connelly 
said Saturday, 

TTie group also hopes to control the pres- 
ence of chartered buses, which in the pa- 
rade^s final years became rolling booze fests 
for revelers from bars on the North Side and 
college campuses throughout the Chicago 
region. At the least, Connelly said, those 
buses would be corralled in designated park- 
ing lots. 

“If weVe allowed, we could have a couple 


bus drop-off points with a police presence, 
where they will be searched coming off the 
buses,” Connelly said. 

“If someone's coming off a bus intoxicated, 
they could detain them or not allow them to 
go on to the parade.” 


“We certainly don't want them dumping 
their problems on our neighborhood/^ he 
said. 

Aid. Matt O^Shea, whose 19th ward in- 
cludes the parade route, raised strong objec- 
tions to a new parade permit, saying he isn't 


convinced the committee has done enough to 
stop the problems that derailed the parade a 
few years back. 

In a letter to Mayor Emanuel, the alderman 
said he finds the group's safety plan “sorely 
lacking.”

Paterno was unsure in 
handling sex abuse tip 

Joe Paterno, the longtime Penn 
State football coach fired in the 
fallout from child sex abuse al- 
legations against former assistant 
Jerry Sandusky, says he was un- 
sure how to handle the first report 
about Sandusky that reached him 
in 2002. 

"I didn't know exactly how to 
handle it. and I was afraid to do 
something that might jeopar- 
dize what the university pro- 
cedure was," Paterno told The 
Washington Post in his first exten- 
sive public comments since being 
dismissed by the university in 
November. "So I backed away and 
turned it over to some other peo- 
ple. people I thought would have 
a little more expertise than I did. It 
didn't work out that way.” 

D Perry defends 
accused Marines 

Texas Gov. Rick Perry, scrambling 
to keep his presidential bid alive, 
accused the Obama administra- 
tion on Sunday of overreacting to 
a video that shows four Marines 
appearing to urinate on dead 
Taliban fighters in Afghanistan.

Nightmare at sea 


D TTie confirmed death toll from the 
capsizing of Carnival C"orp/s Costa 
Concordia off Ital/s Tuscan coast rose to five 
Sunday as rescuers continued to search for 15 
people still missing* Three people were found 
alive in the capsized cruise liner. 

The ship’s captain has been arrested and ac- 
cused of manslaughter, abandoning the vessel 
and causing the shipwreck following the inci- 
dent on Friday Two bodies were found aboard 
the ship Sunday said Stefano CTiannelli, a fire 
department spokesman, adding to two French 
tourists and a Peruvian crew member who are 
also known to have died. 

About 60 people also were injured after the 
ship carrying more than 4,000 passengers and 
crew hit submerged rocks near the island of 
Giglio in the Tyrrhenian Sea* 

Rescue workers evacuated passengers and 
crew to the nearest mainland port, Santo Ste- 
fano, Italy’s Civil Protection Agency said on 
its website. Rescuers found two South Korean 


passengers in a cabin inside the ship at 3 a.m. 
local time Sunday and they saved a crew mem- 
ber after voices were heard on the third deck, 
Giannelli, said. 

Captain Francesco Schettino is being de- 
tained for allegedly abandoning the ship, said 
Francesco Verusio, chief prosecutor in the city 
of Grosseto. 

Gianni Onorato, general manager of the 
Costa Crociere line, said the ship had embarked 
about 7 p.m, from Civitavecchia near Rome 
on a trip that was scheduled to include stops 
at ports in France and Spain. The vessel hit the 
rocks and Captain Schettino, after assessing the 
damage, decided to secure the ship and gave 
the e\'acuation order, Onorato told news chan- 
nel SkyTG24 in an interview A Costa Crociere 
spokesman confirmed the comments. 

The number of missing may be as low as 15, 
Tuscany Region Governor Enrico Rossi said.

This was Gervais’ third time hosting, and 
he seemed to be playing it safe despite prom- 
ising he’d take it a notch higher than last 
year, when he made headlines by skewering 
Hollywood’s elite* Alany were surprised when 
the Hollywood Foreign Press Association, 
the group that awards the Globes, asked him 
back this year* 

The Kardashian joke was low-hanging fruit 
—but he collected it well. 

WFcther causing groans, eye rolls or 


laughter, Gervais still entertained as host 
because you just never know what he’s going 
to do. 

He slyly revisited a jab he took last year 
at nominated but critically reviled “The 
Tourist” when he introduced its star, Johnny 
Depp, “Have you seen The Tourist’ yet?” he 
asked, Depp paused dramatically, then said, 
“No,” 

Gervais also managed to piss off at least 
one of the presenters he introduced. Ma- 
donna, He suggested she might still be “Like 
a Virgin,” which caused the Material Girl to 
fire back, “If T’m still just like a virgin, Ricky, 
then why don’t you come over here and do 
something about it,” she said, “T haven’t 
kissed a girl in a few years*” 

Gervais ran across the back of the stage 
as she was talking, a funny bit of physical 
corned^ 

With uncomfortably funny moments like 
that, it was a little disappointing when Ger- 
vais wasted time attacking easy targets with 
jokes that weren’t too original* (Of Justin 
Bieber he said, ^The only way that he could 
have impregnated a girl is if he borrowed one 
of Martha Stewart’s turkey baste rs,”) 

His constant self-referencing got a little 
annoying too; no one wants to hear about the 
size of your penis unless the reveal is part of a 
funny joke, Ricky* 

Take presenter Seth Rogen’s self-intro- 
duction (and the best line of the night), for 
example* When Rogen presented an award 
with the gorgeous Kate Beck in sale, he 
couldn’t help himself: “I’m Seth Rogen, and 
I’m currently trying to conceal a massive 
erection*” 

I’m not saying it’s time for Gervais to step 
aside* But if he does, Rogen might be a great 
replacement.
